The normal trading session for IPO and Re-listed scrips on their first day of trading shall commence only 
subsequent to conclusion of the Cali Auction session for such scrip on BSE and NSE. The duration of the Cali 
Auction session is prescribed vide SEBI circular no CIR/MRD/DP/01/2012 dated January 20,20J2.

1. Any lender or borrower who wishes to extend an existing lent or borrow position shall be permitted to roll-over such positions

3. Positions limits for SLB in respect of ETFs shall be based on the assets under management of the respective ETF.
